General  Backgretflid 

Karly  in  the  year  1780  a  group 
of  some  thirty  persons  living 
to  the  Pee  Dee  Valley  of  South 
(Carolina  banded  together  and 
toigrated  to  the  Great  South¬ 
west  in  the  Natchez  Country, 
Descending  the  rivers  on  their 
barge-like  boats,  they  disembar¬ 
ked  twenty  miles  above  Natch¬ 
ez  and  settled  on  Cole's  Creek 
in  Jefferson  County.  The  lead¬ 
er -of  the  band  was  Richard  Cur¬ 
tis,  a  Baptist  deacon,  whose  son, 
Richard  Curtis,  Jr.,  was  a  licen¬ 
sed  preacher.  Spain  ruled  the 
District  and  the  Roman -Catho¬ 
lic  religion  only  was  tolerated. 
The  newcomers,  mostly  of  the 
Baptist  faith,  -began  to  quietly 
hold  religiousi-wvices  to  their

In  1SS3  Elder  Ashley  Vaughn 
came  into  Mississippi  from  New 
York  to  regain  his  health,  and 
as  a  missionary  of  the  Ameri¬ 
can  Baptist  Home  Mission  Soc¬ 
iety.  Within  three  years  he  bad 
so  pndeared  himself  to  the  Bap¬ 
tists  of  the  state  that  he  suc¬ 
ceeded  to  leading  them  to  re- 
orgainising  the  BaptUt  forces. 
Me  began,  single-handed,  a  Bap¬ 
tist  paper  in  Natchez  in  Septem¬ 
ber  1838  with  which  he  rallied 
the  scattered  and  bewildered 
brethren  for  a  meeting  in  mid¬ 
winter  at  the  Clear  Creek 
Church,  Washington,  Adams 
County,  of  which  he  was  pastor, 
when  the  present  Mississippi 
Baptist  Convention  was  consti¬ 
tuted  on  December  24,  1838. 
Vaughn  was  made  president  of 
both  the  Convention  and  Board 
of  Directors  which  positiona  he 
held  till  his  death  to  1838  at 

*8®  of  thirty-one  years. 

Tl.e  Convention’s  Constitu¬ 
tion  provided  that  any  person, 
or  church,  or  association,  or 
missionary  society  contributing 
810.00  annually  would  be  entit¬ 
led  to  one  delegate;  for  830.00 
given  at  one  time,  a  delegate  for 
life;  and  if  »  person  could  not 
attend,  be  might  send  a  dele¬ 
gate  to  his  place;  any  person 
giving  8100.00  at  one  Ume  was 
made  a  mmber  of  the  Board 
for  life.  ^But  no  person  shall 
be  entitled  to  a  seat  in  this 
Convention  who  is  not  a  regular 
Baptist  in  good  standing.”  Ar¬ 
ticle  IV  reads,  “The  Ceaveutlmi 
shall  never  pesseaa  a  single  atti- 


to  discontinue  meeting,  and 
houses  of  worship  stood  idle 
where  the  local,  preacher  pub¬ 
licly  defended  “the  rebeUion" 
;  and  missionaries  of  the  Baptist 
I  Home  Mission  Society  of  the

I  Re-OorganisaUou  B^eotod

The  majority  of  the  stotes 
that  are  related  to  the  Southern 
Baptlat  Convention  have  either 
a  historical  commission,  histor¬ 
ical  society  or  a  landing  com¬ 
mittee  on  Baptist  history.  In 
moat  instances  they  have  a  com¬ 
mission. 

In-  some  states  there  is  a  his¬ 
torical  society  that  has  been 
given  the  status  of  a  commis¬ 
sion  by  the  state  convention,  and 
the  officers  of  the  society  are 
elected  by  the  state  convention 
and  constitute  to  effect  a  com¬ 
mission.  In  several  states  there 
is  an  official  historical^  com¬ 
mission;  and,  to  additigfTM^re 
Is  a  historical  society  that  has 
been  organized  as  auxiliary  to 
the  commission. 

The  commission  is  an  official 
creation  of  the  state  conven¬ 
tion.  The  society  is  composed 
of  interested  individuals  who 
work  in  cooperation  with  a  his¬ 
torical  commission  to  further 
the  aims  and  objectives  of  the 
commission.  The  Southern  Bap¬ 
tist  Convention  has  identically 
that  type  of  organization. 

I  am  acquainted  with  the  sit¬ 
uation  In  each  of  the  states.  In 
my  Judgment  the  ideal  is  to 
have  a  historical  commission 
that  has  been  created  by  thd 
state  convention.  Ita  member¬ 
ship  may  be  chosen  directly  by 
the  conveatioo  as  aaembers-  of 
other  convention  agencies  have 
their  trustees  or  membership 
elected,  or  the  convention  can 
provide  that  the  historical  com¬ 
mission  shall  be  composed  of  a 
standing  committee  of  its  state 
convention  board  whose  mem¬ 
bership  is  chosen  from  the  mem¬ 
bership  of  that  board.

"2.  The  Pennsylvania  Consti¬ 
tution  that  (sayst  no  preference 
shall  ever' be  given  by  law  to 
any  religious  establishment  or 
mode  of  worship.  j 

“3.  The  Public  School  Code  of  < 
1949  which  does  not  provide  for 
the  distribution  of  this  Bible  on 
public  schooDproperty.”  ^ 

Mr.  Bolla  emphasized  that  his 
ruling  docs  not  effect  the  read¬ 
ing  of  the  Bible  in  public, 
schools.  The  state  school  cpde 
provides  that  "at  least  10  verses 
from  the  Holy  Bible  .shall  be 
read  without  comment  at  the 
opening  of  each  public  school 
on  each  school  day  by  the 
teacher  in  charge."
